One hundred and sixty -one y ears 
ago this tilth of April, Thom as Jeffer­ 
son was b orn. 
No man, perhap.s,, has 
as profoundly and lastingly influenced 
American political life. 
So far as one 
of our great political parties is con­ 
cerned, the man who can prove him ­ 
self squarely on the political tenets of 
this man of Monticello ntHids no other 
credentials. 
We talk so much of the 
life that Jefferson was forced to live 
through the inexorab le force of events 
that w’e forget the life he would have 
liked to live. 
.Jefferson liked the farm b est. 
He 
w'as a farm er hoy . 
Most of his early 
life, if not all. was spent 
on his fa­ 
ther’s plantation, or, more properly 
speaking, his farm, for it seem s 
to 
have b een largely devoted to the cul­ 
ture of wdieat. on the b anks of the 
river Ilivania, near its juncture with 
the Jam es. 
Among the hills on the place was 
that of Monticello, upon which, in af­ 
ter y ears, Thom as Jefferson b uilt his 
house. Reared as a farm er lad, Jeffer­ 
son in all his y ears never got away 
from his love for country life and his 
confidence in country folks. 
His b iographer, Mr. Morse, tells us 
that “farming, though it contrib uted 
the sm aller fraction of his income, 
was the calling which throughout life 
he loved with an inb orn fondness, not 
to b e quenched b y all the cares and 
interests of a pub lic career, and his 
note b ool;^ a ttest the unresting inter­ 
est which he b rought to it in ill times 
and places.” 
“The greatest service,” he wrote in 
one of these “which can b e rendered 
to any country is to add a useful plant 
to its culture.” 
At another time he wrote: 
“Those 
who lab or in the earth are the chosen 
people of God, if ever he had a chosen 
people, whose b reasts ho has made his 
peculiar deposit for sub stantial and 
genuine virtue.

Dedicatoris” to King Jam es and then 
is printed a letter from “The T ransla­ 
tors to the reader,“ the opening para­ 
graph of which contains the following:
